WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re 
publican 
leaders 
surveyed 
the 
wreckage of their 1958 campaign 
today and prepared for an ago­ 
nizing reappraisal of their party 
organization and campaign tac­ 
tics. 
Party professionals voiced be­ 
lief that the recession, weak or 
divided GOP organizations and 
the political power of organized 
labor contributed much to the na­ 
tional Democratic trend in Tues­ 
day’s election. Some also talked 
of a need for more colorful, per­ 
sonable 
and 
aggressive 
candi­ 
dates. 
Nearly complete returns show 
the dimensions of the Democratic 
landslide—the 
Democrats'great- 
est congressional 
victory since 
their peak in the 1936 election of 
President Roosevelt. 
The Democrats elected 26 sen­ 
ators, taking IO seats from Re­ 
publicans, picking up three in 
states where Republicans had re­ 
tired, and losing none of their 
own. With the 36 Democratic sen­ 
ators whose seats were not at 
stake this year, the Democrats 
will hold 62 seats. 12 more than 
majority. Republicans elected 
only eight senators, leaving them 
a total of 34 in the new Congress. 
Alaska elects its first two sen­ 
ators Nov. 25 and this could in­ 
crease the Democratic majority 
even further.

Regular System Provides ‘Sub’ Teachers

“Who is she?” is usually the 
first question a group of students 
in any school will ask when some 
stranger appears in place of their 
regular teacher. 
Few pupils are ever concerned 
with 
‘‘Where 
did 
she 
come 
from?” , “ Who sent for her?" and 
“ What does she do when she isn t 
acting as a replacement?” 
When a regular teacher at the 


local elementary school finds that 
due to circumstances beyond his 
or her control he cannot attend 
class, she or he immediately no­ 
tifies the school supervisor’s of­ 
fice. 
The available list of substitute 
teachers is checked by the school 
official and a call is put out to 
substitutes best suited to handle 
that particular class. 
Most sub teachers are women, 
whose husbands 
are employed 


at jobs making good incomes. 
Otherwise they would not be able 
to handle a job of this sort which 
may offer employment, for one 
day at a time. 
Upon arrival at the school, the 
replacement teacher is oriented 
on the class plan followed by the 
regular teacher. 
This quick rundown is facilita­ 
ted by the fact that any regular 
teacher, whether he or she knows 


here is a coming absence or not 
must 
maintain 
a 
lesson 
plan 
book. 
The book must be kept in the 
vicinity of the regular instructor's 
desk for quick access by anyone 
taking .over the class. 
Lesson plan books are required 
to be recorded for at least one 
week ahead, in the event a teach­ 
er is absent for more than one 
day. 


One of the most difficult ob­ 
stacles in the path of the sub­ 
stitute teacher is the fact that 
she is new to the students and 
they to her. “Breaking the ice” 
is the more common term. 
In the case of Mrs. Edward 
McTamany 
of 
Morrisville 
this 
problem doesn’t seem to arise. 
Mrs, McTamany, who taught at 
tile William E. Case School for 
15 years prior to last year when 
she left full-time teaching, has 


been called for replacement teach­ 
er on only one occasion rn the 
past year. 
Being 
called 
for 
substitute 
teaching at the Case School pre­ 
sented no problem fci her since, 
as Mrs. McTamany commented 
“ it was not difficult for me since 
I already knew most of the stu­ 
dents.” 
As mentioned previously, it is 
the school supervisor who is the 


expediter in contacting the re­ 
placement teacher and arranging 
to have her take over the class. 
This 
job on 
the elementary 
school level in the Morrisville 
area is handled by Miss Mary 
Broome, school supervisor. 
Maybe at the end of the day 
when the substitute teacher leaves 
the class a few students might 
be beard to remark. “ You know, 
she wasn’t so bad after all.”
